I. COVID-19 VACCINE UPDATE 

 

The Moderna COVID-19 vaccine is now available and is being distributed in South Carolina by DHEC 

through the Operation Warp Speed pharmacy partner program. Many CRCFs have already been 

vaccinated. We expect ICFs to be next to receive the vaccine, followed by CTH IIs.

It is important that all DSN Boards and private providers with LTCFs fill out the DHEC Vaccine 

Provider Enrollment form located here. Part A requires electronic signatures from your CEO and a 

“Chief Medical Officer.” The CMO role can performed by any doctor who agrees to fill that role. 

Definitions of who can serve as a CMO can be found on the slide deck of instructions preceding the 

form on the DHEC vaccine page. If there is a doctor who sees the majority of your residents, that 

would be a good choice to enlist as CMO. Doctors and Physician’s Assistants at Doctors Care or other 

private medical providers in the area can also serve as CMO, as well as Pharmacists. If you have any 

questions concerning the Provider Enrollment Form contact the EOC at eoc@ddsn.sc.gov.
